Bo tany no w pro ves that 
plant life existed upo n the earth 
hundreds o f tho usands y ears 
be­ 
fo re anti-evo lutio nists believed the 
wo rld existed. 
It. is named fro m a 
Greek wo rd meaning “ herb.” 
So me so rt o f bo tanical kno wl­ 
edge has been used by all races, 
even the o ldest. 
In ancient Chal­ 
dea and Egy pt, there were garden­ 
ers and bo tanists. 
In Greece, at 
the dawn o f written reco rds, there 
was a guild, o r 
labo r

Several different diseases, in reality , are included 
in the term rheumatism. 
Rheumatism may be an after effect o f an attack 
o f certain diseases such as to nsilitis, scarlet fever, 
ty pho id fever, o r o ther disease, o r injuries to the 
jo ints, also it may be caused by a fo cus o f pus o r 
disease germs in certain parts o f the bo dy . 
This latter co nditio n is kno wn as a fo cal infec­ 
tio n. 
A fo cal infectio n means that so mewhere in 
the bo dy there is an infected tissue, the seat o f dis­ 
case germs, and the po iso ns fro m this spo t are be­ 
ing co nstantly abso rbed by the blo o d. 
Co mmo n examples o f 
fo cal 
infectio n 
are 
dis­ 
eased to nsils, a chro nically diseased appendix, hem­ 
o rrho ids o r a to o th with a po cket o f pus in the 
ro o t. 
Pro lo nged expo sure to wet o r co ld weather may 
be a co ntributing facto r in pro ducing rheumatism. 
The co mmem co mplicatio n o f 
certain 
fo rms 
o f 
rheumatism is the damaging effect upo n the valves 
o f the heart. 
Expo sure to a co ld, damp atmo sphere is o ne o f 
the mo st frequent causes in perso ns predispo sed 
to acute rheumatism. 
Acute rheumatism o r rheumatic fever may o r may 
no t begin with a chill o r so re thro at. 
The larger 
jo ints are usually effected. 
Swelling, heat, redness, 
tenderness, and pain are the chief sy mpto ms. 
The 
heart is frequently invo lved. 
In chro nic rheumatism there 
is 
stiffness 
and 
pain. 
In severe cases the jo ints beco me enlarged 
and disto rted and the defo rmity is so metimes very 
great. 
Muscular rheumatism mo st frequently attacks the 
muscles o f the back, the side o f the neck, and the 
side o f the chest. 
When the muscles o f the back 
are affected this ty pe o f muscular rheumatism 
is usually called lumbago . 
When the muscles o f the side o f the neck are af­ 
fected the disease is kno wn as stiff neck o r wry 
neck, 'and when the muscles o f the side o f the 
chest are invo lved the co nditio n is kno wn as pleuro ­ 
dy nia. 
Expo sure to co lds and sudden expo sure o f 
the bo dy especially after exercises are the chief 
exciting causes. 
The muscles may be slightly swo llen and very 
sensitive. 
So metimes the attacks co me o n sud­ 
denly and apparently wtho ut cause, as a kink in 
the back, fo llo wing a slight twist o r strain. 
Fre­ 
quently a patient may wake up in the mo rning, as 
y o u kno w, with a stiff neck.
